‘The contradictyry 
principle follows England, even in ber 
religion have we not experienced, recentl 
how readily large numbers will quit the 
pure doctrines of revealed theology, lose 
their vernacular love, and cross an 
illimitable ocean to herd with a bestial 
congregation, whose prophet was the most 
shallow, and whose arts were the most 
superficial, contradictory, likewise in her 
pretended abborrence, and annihilation of 
vice, and fostering of virtue; so long as the 
vice be a little covered Britannia will be 
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found to be as blind as her neighbour 
Justice; With Associations who set forth 
their specific qualities such titlesas “ The 
Society for the Diffusion of pure Literature 
among th» People,” The Society for the 
suppresion of Vice, etc., etc.. we still find 
immoral and loathsome filth issuing from 
the press, and working its baneful in- 
fluence with impunity in the form of 
novels and romances. ‘ The Mysteries of 
the Court,” or of this class or hes class, 
are works which have vilifi'd and aceused 
our present Royal family of some of the 
greatest moral enormities, and yet the 
authorities and the ‘ unfettered Press’ are 
still in somnolent silence! It would seem, 
that so long asa man does not advertise 
his eight or ten pages of immoralities, as 
such he may devastate the minds of the 
community, and reprint all the horrors of 
literary excresences at his pleasure. We 
have been lead into these reflections by 
perceiving that an author, famous or 
rather in-famous as the orator ofa cowardly

Now so long as any other classes were 
fictitiously blaguarded we coald remain

CaBINET.—We are very sorry that 
Parliament is prorogued or we should 
have taken the liberty of petitioning the 
house as to a greap¥§vil. e are as par- 
tial to the good thiigs of this world as 
other people, and like a broiled pigeon, 
now and then asa change, but it does not 
suit our palate morning, noon, and night ; 
a good play is a pleasing entertainment 
well acted, and we relish it, but good as 
it may be too frequent a repetition becomes 
stale and unprofitable, and is now become 
so with amateurs in their choice, as to the 
frequent representation of the Lady of 
Lyons, that we see no other way than ob- 
taining from My Lord Palmerston an or- 
der in council, to prevent it being acted 
for the next three years, and we think we 
may with truth assert it has been acted at 
least fifty times at this amateur theatre 
since Christmas last, therefore no wonder 
we have no appetite for broiled pigeon. 
But to the performance. The youthful 
Claude Melnotte was undertaken by Mr. 
Henry Dudley, an amateur fast approach- 
ing to excellence; his person, voice, and 
general demeanor being well suited for 
such characters; his ‘elocution is correct 
and pronunciation clear and distinct, and 
his action easy and unrestrained, in many 
scenes he was very energetic, and indeed 
powerful, and evidently felt the force of 
the author. Wemay mention the cottage 
scene and where he takes leave of his mo- 
ther, to enterthe army ; these are princi- 
ple situations in the play, and Mr, Dudley 
made the most of them; the applause was 
most enthusiastic and very general; gen- 
teel comedy and sentimentality seem to be 
his forte; we think ifhe would study 
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Joseph Surface he would make a hit. Mr. 
B. Palmer threw a new light upon the 
character of Colonel Damas ; the comedy 
portions were in excellent keeping, while 
the more serious situations with Pauline 
were pathetic and feeling; it was a well 
digested piece of acting, and the fencing 
scene between him and Claude was alto- 
gether artistic. Mr. Percival played 
Glavis in a gentlemanly style, and made 
the well-known points as to the ring and 
snuff-box; C. Matthews could not have 
hit off the character better. Mr. Villiers 
was well up in the part of Beauseant; he 
was very painstaking byt we thought him 
rather too much so sometimes, which be- 
came rather monotonous. Mr. Somerville 
as Gaspar was creditable, and Mr. Gard- 
ner as the Landlord very good. Mrs. 
Malcolm has given evident proof, if she 
will study and take pains she would soon 
acquire an enviable reputation in such 
characters as Madame Deschappelles; we 
never saw her act to so much advantage 
beore ; she gained well merited applause. 
Miss Deneves looked the beauty of Lyons, 
she hasa fine ladylike person, and went 
through the difficult part of Pauline with 
great promise for thefuture. Miss Stew- 
art as the Widow Melnotte stands unri- 
valled ; it wasamost chaste and: expres- 
sive impersonation of the part, and is de- 
serving of great credit, indeed the acting 
altogether was very talented. Thecomedy 
of Sweethearts and Wives followed. 
Mr. H. Percy as Billy Lavkaday, the 
“Wright” of the evening; ia saying 
this we do not mean any disparagement as 
to his ability, for to copy an actor so close 
as he did that celebrated comedian, shows 
great talent, for it is hardly possible to 
discern one from the other ; his very gait, 
position, look, voice, pronunciation, dress, 
and manner, are so near and so cleverly 
copied, and the resemblance so perfect 
that should the worthy actor want a sub- 
stitute any evening, he has only to apply 
to Mr. Percy and the audience will be a 
long time before, if at all, know him from 
the genuine original. We have seen Mr. 
Percy in the character of Hamlet and 
Polonius, both of whieh he sustained above 





mediocrity, and in assuming: the above 
comic part he has proved himself an ama- 
teur of no small versatility of talent, 
Admiral Franklyn was in the keeping of 
Mr. Spenser, who had a correct idea of 
the author’s meaning, and who made a 
jolly old sailor; after this we wish to see 
him again in similar parts, for tragedy is 
out of the question with hin. The little 
part of Sandford was done full justice to 
by Mr. Ellis, and Charles found an able 
representative in the hands of Mr. Howard 
Miss Davies was clever as Mrs. Bell, and 
Laura was very nicely acted by Miss L. 
Stewart, while Eugene was altogether in- 
tellectually done justice to by Miss M. 
Stewart. The audience was both nume- 
rous and respectable.

On entering| the theatre 
we found Mr. Carter delivering an ‘Ora- 
tion by Macauly,’ the subject of Vir- 
ginia, which we thought too long, and was 
only interesting by the excellent manner 
it was delivered. A reading from the Lady 
of Lyons was very well got fthrough; by 
Mr. Swann and Miss Rollin. A reading 
called “Somebody Else,” by Messrs. 
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Carter, Cox, and Sherrington, with the 
aid of Mrs. Holland and Miss Stuart were 
highly amusing ; the mistakes of one lady 
for another was capitally carried on and 
caused great laughter, indeed all parties 
engaged in it seemed to enjoy the charac- 
ters they were representing, and at the 
conclusion long and loud applause fol- 
lowed. An original sketch followed, in 
which Mr. R. P. Johnson, Collins, Cox, 
and Carter took parts; it is smartly writ- 
ten and well adapted for such an enter- 
tainm:nt; all the characters 'were unusu- 
ally well supported and the piece was 
very successful.

Carter, 
Swann, Cox, Collins and Sherrington all 
contributed largely to hit off the various 
double intenders excellently, for they were 
all well up in the doggerel rhyme, and 
the piece flowed glibly on without the 
least mistake; as for the ladies Miss 
Stewart and Fitzclarence, they were all 
that conld bedesired, both as regards their 
singing and it is a pleasing occurrence to

THE LYRIC DRAMA AT DRURY 
LANE. 

There is butone thing that could re- 
concile me to the toleration of operatic 

rformances within the walls of Old 

rury—that great gone-by school of the 
legitimate drama—and that is the fact of 
its being composed of an English corps, 

I dropped in by chance the other night 
and witnessed the representation of the 
Bohemian Girl and the Beggar’s Opera 
I never admired the representation of any 
opera so much before as the first-named, 
the Bohemian Girl. Lucy Escott pos- 
sesses considerable talent, and her sweet 
voice was put to great advantage in the 
part of Arline. Itis one of the most 
charming I have ever heard, and her 
action is equal, if not superior to the 
best I have seen in the Lyric school 
of histrionics. Her singing sheds a lustre 
over the whole representation, and the 
spirit of her acting was most remarkable. 

I imagine there are few tenors who 
could match the Thaddeus of Mr. Elliot 
Galer; I give him precedence even to 
Mr. Sims Reeves, over which gentleman 
he has an advantage, which I think should 
make him a greater favorite with the pub- 
lic, for if Mr. Elliot Galer’s name iy on 





the bill for a part, and the public go, they 
see him, whereas it is a question whether 
they will the other gentleman! Mr. 
Galer’sability as a tenor is of great mag- 
nitude, and his skilful management of his 
voice awakened in me absolute enthusiasm. 
I shall never forget the effect he gave to it 
when he sang ‘You'll remember mie,’ 
which was only matched by pretty Lucy 
Escott’s ‘I dreamt I dwelt in marble 
halls’ I am proud of this lady and gen- 
tleman, inasmuch as they have given good 
proof that Englishmen and Englishwomen 
are as efficient operatics as those who tran- 
sit from the French and Italian schools, 
It is as much a triumph as the superiority 
I contend our own English danseuse have 
over the much extolled Spanish figuring, 
which is the rage of the present day. 
Drury Lane was crowded, and the atii- 
ties of the company merited such an an- 
dience as assembled there on the evening 
I was present. 

Mr. Farquharson afforded the audiene 
much entertainment by the excellent man- 
ner in which he acquitted himself of the 
part of Devilshoof. He tripped about 
the stage with the utmost agility, and 
sang in excellent spirit throughout. Mr. 
Hamilton Braham is a remarkable bass 
singer, and was very clever as the Count 
Arnheim, as was also Mr. J. Halfourd as 
the Count’s nephew. 

As for the Beggar's Opera, I should 
have left the theatre much better disposed 
had I not staid to have seen it. It gave 
me a distaste rather than a liking for John 
Gay. Mr. Herberte as Captain Macheath 
lacked gracefulness to a great degree. He 
made in facta very awkward gentleman 
of the road, and only succeeded, I think, 
in rendering a very lame idea of a lady's 
man. Miss Dyer, however deserved much 
credit for her peseenee of Polly, and 
Mr. Barratt’s Peachum was in good taste. 
Notwithstanding this the talents of Mr. 
Elliot Galer, Mr. Hamilton Braham, Mr. 
Farquharson, and the inimitable Lucy 
Escott are sufficient to draw a house and 
entertain the most intellectual and lyric- 
loving audience.
